bill ever written, and proclaiming as 
the democratic avalanche bowled them 
over the virtues of different tariff 
commission plans. 

Five Democrats Opposed. 

Republicans who voted for the bill 
were Cary and Stafford, of Wisconsin. 

Democrats who opposed it were 
Broussard, Dupre, Lazare and Morgan, 
of Louisiana, on account of the sched- 
ule reducing sugar 25 per cent and 
sending it to. the free list in three 
years, and C. B. Smith, of New York. 

Progressives who voted for the bill 
were Kelley and Rupley, of Pennsyl- 
vania;: Nolan, of California, and Bryan, 
of Washington.. Kent, of California, 
formerly a republican, but now an in- 
dependent progressive, also voted for 
the bill. '

200 LIVES ARE LOST 
WHEN THE REBELS 
~ DYNAMITE TRAIN 


Soldiers of Huerta Traveling 
to Relief Are Besieged. 
Guaymas Are Blown Up. 
Only 50 Escape Death. 


JAPANESE OFFER AID 
TO MEXICAN REBELS 


Four Hundred Well Armed 
Subjects of Mikado Want 
to Fight Huerta—Offer of 
Japs Refused by Rebels. 


WASHINGTON IS UNJUST, 
SAYS PRESIDENT HUERTA 


Mexico City, May 8&.—Claimants 
against Mexico need expect no set- 
tlement so long as the American 
government withholds recognition 
of the republic. While practically 
al] pending claims have been ac- 
cepted in principle, they will. re- 
main in statu quo. 

President Hu2.ta called American 
Ambassador Wilsen to the palace 
today and, after expressing per- 
sonal and official resentment at the 
attitude of the administration at 
Washington, made this declaration. 
He drew attention to the accom- 
plished and prospective recognition 
by other nations, and said his at- 
titude was the only one compatible 
with public opinion and national 
dignity. 

President Huerta declared that a 
loan had been practically’ ar- 
ranged, that the nation was solvent 
and that Washington was unjust. 


Nogales, Ariz., May 8—Two hun- 
dred lives are reported lost in the 
train disaster at Den, near the Sinaloa- 
Sonora border. 

State troop leaders declare the train 
bearing 250 federal soldiers was not 
dynamited by stealth. It is said the 
insurgents fired into the train, ex- 
ploding a car of dynamite which the 
federals were conveying to Guaymas. 

Only fifty of the passengers are re- 
ported to have escaped death and others 
were wounded. The troops were mov- 
ing from San Blas, in northern Sinaloa 
to Alamos below Guaymas, from which 
point the insurgents feared they would 
proceed to reinforce the garrison de- 
fending the gulf port. 

Japs Offer to Aid Rebels. 

Douglas, Ariz., May 8.—Four 
dred Japanese residents of Sonora 
rstate have offered their services in 
arms to L. I. Pesqueira, the insurgent 
governor, according to a telegram re- 
ceived by the constitutionalist com- 
mittee here today. The offer was re- 
fused, the governor explaining that the 
struggle was one in which Mexicans 
only should participate. 

Fifteen Japanese formed the com- 
mittee which called on the governor 
yesterday at Hermosillo, the state cap- 
ital. They said the four hundred 
Japanese were already armed. They 
composed, they asserted, all residents 
of ‘the state, mostly farmers and me- 
chanics. They offered to furnish their 
own ammunition for a time. The gov- 
ermnor thanked the committee for its 
interest in the welfare of Mexico, he 
said, but declined the offer on the 
grounds of allenship of the proffered 
troops. 

Rebels Surround Parral. 

Hl Paso, Tex., May 8.—Americans ar- 
rived here today report that Parral, 
foreign mining center of Southern 
Chihuahua state, is surrounded by 
nearly 3,000 constitutionalists and that 
skirmishes with the federal outposts 
occur daily. 

Parral is defemded by more than l1,- 
600 soldiers and much artillery... The 
insurgents expect to force surrender 
when the thirty days food supply of 
the town is exhausted. 
Another strong force 
reported moving from the southern 
part of the state against Chihuahua 
City, the state capital. The Mexican 
Central Railway has been destroved 
far to the south, preventing the arri- 
val of the federal column, reported} 
moving north from Torreon. 

Wilson Watching Mexic Events. 

Washington, May s’.—Intimations 
came from the white house today that 
President Wilson was carefully watch- 
ing the course of events in Mexico and 
that the United States government at 
present was waiting to see if the an- 
nounced program of the Huerta gov- 
ernment to hold bona fide eléctions 
would materialize before determining 
the question of recognition. 

Administration officials say the 
United States thus far has treated witn 
the defacto government only on busi- 
ness of the most routine character and 
that it also has had no dealings with 
the constitutionalists in the north.

He Pledged Woodrow Wiitson 
Money and Influence if Needed 


New York, May 8.—‘When you see 
Mr. Wilson tell him for me that if 
ever there should come a time when 
he thinks any influence or resources

These, the last words of J. Pierpont 
Morgan spoken to Colonel George Har- 
vey, the day before Mr. Morgan sailed 


for Furope, never to return alive, were 


related tonight ih an address by Col. 
Harvey before a: gathering of bankers 


and other representative men at a din- 


ner of the trust companies of America. 
Mr. Morgan was a republican and, in 
the words of Colonel Harvey, not only 
“regarded the political views advanced 
by Mr. Wilson, with honest apprehen- 
sion, but never considered the demo- 
cratic party fully capable of govern- 
ing this nation.” His message to the 
new president, Colonel Harvey cited as 
measuring the depths of the man’s 
patriotism. 

“Because of contrary proclivitieg of 
my own as to Mr. Wilson, I frankly did 
not seek opportunities to discuss pub- 
lic affairs with Mr. Morgan during the 
past few years,” said Col. Harvey. “As 
vou all know when he thought he was 
right in his judgment he was unac- 
customed to betray any lack of posi- 
tiveness and there were times when 
his didactic faculty so closely ap- 
proached the dynamic in operation that 
one of prudent disposition was inclined 
to be wary.

No reference was made to 
the examination he held on the stomach 
by Dr. H. F. Harris, of the state board 
of health; nor of the analysis made at 
the grave when the body was disin- 
terred. Wednesday afternoon. 

Dr. Hurt’s statement 
twenty minutes or more.

Six Witnesses at Morning Session.

Lemmie Quinn, foreman of the pencil 
factory; Miss Corinthia Hall, em- 
ployed at the. factory; Miss Hattie 
Hall a stenographer; J. L. Watkins 
and Miss Daisy Jones—were examine 
by Coroner Donehoo, but the testi- 
mony differed in no way from what 
has already been given. 

Constitution Reporter Testifies. 

Rogers told how Britt Craig, the 
Constitution reporter, was the first to 
enter the basement and see the dead

girl’s. body as it lay ‘‘face down” in 
the basement of the pencil factory. 


His story of how Lee told the officers, 


of his discovery of the body was iden- 
tified with other testimony on this 


point. 

After Lee had been arrested Rogers 
said that he went in an automobile 
to the home of Miss Grace Hix, at 
100 McDonough road, an employee at 
the factory. and brought her to the 
factory to identify the body of Mary 
Phagan. He then went for Frank, 
who had in the meantime been tele- 
phoned to, and found him nearly dress- 
ed, but nervous. 

Rogers said that when the officers 
arrived at the Frank home, Frank 
asked whether there was anything 
wrong at the factory. 

While at the factory, Rogers tes- 
tified, Frank ran the elevator and ex- 
amined the time clock, reporting that 
it was correctly punched. His only re- 
mark to the arrested night watchman 
was ‘too bad.” 

Rogers told ‘of how he then took 
Frank to the undertaker’s shop to 
see the girl’s body, and later took 
him to police headquarters to be ques- 


-tioned. 


L. <A. Quinn, the foreman under 
whom Mary Phagan worked, 
that he had not seen Mary Phagan 
since the Monday prior to her death 
when she was suspended 
work on account of a shortage of ma- 
terial. 

He stated that he did not work on 
the Saturday of the murder, but was 
in the pencil factory to see Mr. Schiff, 
and talked with Frank only a few mi- 
nutes after the time when Frank is 
supposed to have paid off Mary Pha- 
gan.

Had Forgotten Visit. 


He stated that he had forgotten his 
visit to the factory on the day of the 
murder until the Tuesday or Wednes- 
day following, but when he.remem- 
bered it, he asked Frank @ he had 
better tell the officers. Fravik, he said, 
suggested that he tell his—Frank’s— 
lawyers about it. 

Upon being asked why he had with- 
held his story of -his visit to the fac- 
tory from the defectives, Quinn sald 
that he did not want to be questioned 
by the detectives and drawn into the 
case. 

He was questioned about his visit to 
the Coleman home, where Mary Phagan 
lived, after the murder, and was also 
questioned as to the treatment received 
by girls working in the factory. ‘ 

Miss Hattie Hall, stenographer for 
Sig Montag, stated that she was at 
the factory on Saturday morning work- 
ing for Frank from about 11 o’clock 
until noon, but did not see Mary Pha- 
gan and could throw no Hight on the 
mystery. She told how much and the 
nature of the work she did for Frank 
on that day. She said she left the 
factory at 12:02 o'clock. 

The former testimony of J. L. Wat- 
kins to the effect that he had seen 
Mary Phagan on the street between 
5 and 6 o’clock on the afternoon of 
the murder was broken down when 
a Miss Daisy Jones told the jury how 
she had passed where Watkins thought 
he saw Miss Phagan at the time the 
Watkins lad designated, and that Wat- 
kins probably saw her instead. Wat- 
kins, being recalled to the stand, ad- 
mitted his mistake.

Miss Corinthia Hall who has been:

three years, testified that Frank's con- 
duct toward the girls tn his employ 
was beyond reproach. She said that 
she left the factory at 11:45 on the

PANAMA CANAL DISPUTE. 
SHOULD BE ARBITRATED 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., May 8.—Theodore 
Roosevelt would have the United States 
and Great Britain “agree in advance” 
to arbitrate any question which might 
arise between them. So he told the 
international conferees who are ar- 
ranging the centenary celebration of 
peace among English-speaking peoples 
in addressing them as their host today 
at luncheon at his home 
Hill. Newspaper men were not 
mitted to the functions, but a sym- 
mary of his remarks, “approved by Mr. 
Roosevelt,” was made public. 

Although it was said he did not spe- 
cifically mention the Panama canal d:s- 
pute, members of the foreign delega- 
tion said he unmistakably referred to 
that question as one which should be 
settled by arbitration, if settlement 
eould not be reached by negotiation. 

“Tl am not: myself one who readily 
makes a promise, but, once made, I 
should think it should be kept,” he 
was quoted by H. F. Ferris, secretary 
of the British delegation, as saying 
in apparent reference to the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, which was signea 
during Colonel Roosevelt's adminis- 
tration. 

“Speaking of the extent to which he 
would accept arbitration methods in 
international disputes,” read the sum- 
mary, “Mr. Roosevelt said that he was 
perhaps somewhat of a heretic in the 
eyes of his friend, Mr. Carne ‘sie (who 
‘sat on his right), as there were cer- 
tainly some subjects which under cer- 
tain -conditions he would never con- 
sent to submit to arbitrfation, but he 
would assure him of this—that so far 
as the British empire and the Ameri- 
can republic were concerned he was 
prepared to agree in advance to the 
settlement of any question that might 
arise, either by mutual agreement, by 
arbitration or any other method that 
would not produce friction. War be- 
tween these two countries was, and 
must be, inconceivable. 

“Mr. Roosevelt gave first the toast 

to the king and emperor of the British 
empire and the toast of ‘peace, with 
justice and righteousness, between the 
nations and within the borders of 
{eack, nation’—a toast most heartily 
ldrunk by all present.” 
' About twenty-five members of the 
conference were present, -motoring 
here from New York, whither they re- 
turned in the late afternoon. Lord 
Weardale and Andrew Carnegie sat 
at the host’s right and on his left 
were Sir Edmund Walker, of Canada, 
and Sir George Houston Reld, of Aus- 
tralia. Colonel Roosevelt entertained 
his guests in a khaki riding suit and 
spurred boots. 


Vienna, Ga., May 9.—Sheriff Bennett, 
j of Dooly county, died here early this 
;morning from bullet wounds inflicted 
Wednesday last by Oscar Blow, whom 
he was attempting to arrest for mur- 
der.

It all traces back 
to the miserably inefficient and _— short- 
sighted municipal that, in making 
improvements of every nature, fails to take 
care of the little things that mean so much 
for health and comfort. 

Taxpayers in every part of the city have 
a right to demand that the city put sprink- 
lers at work to safeguard the health of 
themselves and their children, and to pre- 
yent their household goods from being 
ruined. It is as much the business of the 
municipality to perform this seemingly 
small function as it is'to take charge of 
sanitation or to enforce the garbage can 
ordinance. 

Atlanta is still isisinine to a.con- 
tent ible, petty policy. Protesting citizens 
should pound away until it is corrected. 
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AN UNJUST DISCRIMINATION. 


A communication from W. T. Wycks, 
published elsewhere, inspires increasing 
wonder that the federal house of repre- 
sentatives should have put itself in the 
attitude of penalizing thrift, as it appears 
to have done by the tax laid upon mutual 
insurance companies in the income tax 
feature of the tariff bill. 


As The Constitution has shown, frater- 


nal insurance and mutual savings banks 
are exempt under the bill. After deducting 
the necessary operating expenses, the en- 
tire net profits of the mutual companies 
are pro rated into dividends. Hundreds of 
thousands of people in this country with 
incomes considerably: less than $4,000, 
which is the exemption under the income 
tax bill, patronize these institutions. And 
yet to the extent of reducing their divi- 
dends by this legislation, they are denied 
the very exemption guaranteed by the 
measure. Notwithstanding this, the fra- 
ternal companies go free—as if a mutual 
company was anything else than a frater- 
nal company. 

The discrimination is not only unfair, 


‘but will, if enforced, work hardship, as in- 


dicated by Mr. Wyck’s personal experience. 
if congress is going to exempt the policy- 
holders in fraternal concerns and deposit- 


ors in mutual savings banks—and both are 
entitled to it—it should also exempt policy- 


holders in mutual life insurance companies, 
and the senate should so amend the Dill. 


THE BERRIEN AFFAIR.

All Georgians who believe in fair play 
should familiarize themselves with the 
other side of the case.

As it is now 
there are no facilities for transportation, 
and the progress made in the territory has 
gained at tremendous odds. 

Congress has, as a matter of fact, con- 
sistently neglected Alaska. It has been 
either indifferent or fearful that whatever 
action it took would be misconstrued by 
the conservationist. The territory has paid 
the penalty. The hosts of hardy Americans 
who have gone there with the intention of 
making the territory their homes and grow- 
ing up with the. country, labored 
against all sorts of handicaps. For in- 
stance, they have had to pay several prices 
for coal brought from British Columbia, 
when they were surrounded by some of the 
richest deposits in the world. All because 
congress had not seen fit to enact laws 
under which Alaskan coal can be mined. 

We have not yet awakened to the poten- 
tial wealth of this great distant part of the 
nation. Congress has ‘been negligent. It 
is to be hoped an aggressive and broad- 
minded policy will be one of the achieve- 
ments of the present administration.

How Peter Cooper Provided for Future 
Inventive Development.

ie think that in many respects Peter 
Cooper saw farther ahead, so far as the ap- 
plication of science to the material welfare 
of the world is concerned, than any Amer- 
ican, exce; ‘ing possibly Benjamin Franklin. 
So said the late James 
J. Requa to me at a 
time when we _ were 
both taking heed of 
the maiiner in which 
& modern elevator con- 
struction was being 
perfected by workmen 
in one of the loftiest 
buildings in New York 
city. 

Mr: Requa was for 
many years a promi- 
nent merchant of the 
United States. Vessels 
owned by’ himself and 
his partners carried on 
a considerable com- 
merce with China, the 
far east and south 
America. His business EK, J. Edwards. 
brought him frequently into association with 
Cuba. 

He continued: “Do you know that Mr. 
Cooper, years before anybody had ever 
thought of the apparatus which we call the 
elevator, or, as they call it in England, the 
lift, foresaw the inevitable invention in the 
future of an apparatus of this kind? 

“That Peter Cooper did foresee this is 
capable even at this day of visible demon- 
stration. I have often thought that there 
ought to be set up a tablet upon a piece of 
constructive work which Peter Cooper or- 
dered to be done when he was planning for 
the building of what is widely known as the 
Cooper Union. Mr. Cooper was accustomed 
to say to his business friends, that owing to 
the peculiar formation of Manhattan Island, 
and also owing to the rapid growth of 
population, it was essential, or would be 
in the course of a few years, that very high 
buildings be constructed, at least for busi- 
ness purposes. 

“At that time, I think, there were few 
if any, business houses which contained 
more than three flights of stairs. The high- 
est bullding in this citv, and I think in the 
United States, was the tower bf Trinity 
church, 

“Mr. Cooper felt certain that as soon as 
means could be provided which would ob- 
viate the necessity of climbing more than 
three flights of stairs, business buildings of 
New York might possibly obtain a height 
of eight Even Mr. Cooper never 
dreamed of business buildings that would 
rise in the air as many as thirty stories or 
even more. He thought there might poss!i- 
bly be a ten-story! building. 

“When !e was planning the construction 
of Cooper Union, the great benefaction by 
which, perhaps, his name will best be re. 
membered, he found it essential that the 
building should be of unusual height, at 
least for that day. Yet he realized that the 
upper floors would only be used in case of 
necessity, since everybody dreaded a long 
climb of stairways. As he was thinking the 
matter over, ‘t suddenly occurred to him that 
or later some one would provide a 
machine which would be able to carry peo- 
ple from a ground story to an upper flight. 
He thought, at one time, of the crane con- 
struction. Probably, if he had not been oc- 
cupied at that time with very important mat- 
some of them relating to the develop- 
electricity, he might himself have 
invented what we know as the elevator. 
But Mr. Cooper was so certain that some one 
would invent an apparatus of that kind that 
he gave orders for the construction of a 
great shaft in the Cooper Union building 
reaching from the basement to the upper 
stories. This shaft was not unlike the kind 
afterward emploved for elevator construc- 
tion, excepting that it was circular instead 
of square.

HOW LARGE WAS 
XERXES’ ARMY? 


A vast amount of nonsense has been 
written about armies and wars of ancient 
times, and present-day historians find great 
difficulty in modifying their stories to fit 
what might be considered a safe and sane 
estimate of what these wars really amounted 
to and the number of men engaged in them. 
In the early period it was very easy for a 
statement to be made that exaggerated ar- 
mies to any extent, and this was frequently 
done in order to awe the opponents, ex- 
pecting thereby to protect themselves from 
attack through fear. It was not possible 
then in any way to obtain the actual facts. 

An excellent example of this is the ac- 
count of tho Persian army of Xerxes, which 
most historians greatly overestimate. Com- 
monly computed at 6,004,000, the best evi- 
dence goes to show that camp followers and 
all did not much exceed one-fifth that num- 
ber, the increase being due to the natural 
inventiveness of the Oriental {imagination 
and to the vanity of the Greeks, who prided 
themselves in having defeated the greatest 
army ever known, and so quintupled the 
number. 3 

Then as to Xerxes’ ships, his ‘‘thousands 
of ships’ were mostly In the, mind’s eye of 
the writers. To begin with, they numbered 
only barely over one thousand, counting 
every style of craft, and as 400 of these were 
lost in a storm, when Xerxes arrived off the 
coast of Greece he could only count about 
800 vessels. 3 

In a great measure it was Herodotus who 
is responsible for this exaggeration, for he 
States that “Xerxes led from Sardis a host 
of 1,700,000 men, besides half million more 
which manned the fleet he had assembled.” 


“Was there a nation in all Asia,” cries the 
Greek historian, “which Xerxes did not 
bring with him to Greece? Or was there 
a river, except those of unusual size, whicn 
sufficed for his troops to drink?’ 

But what was the character of this Per- 
sian host? A historian of recent date says, 
regarding the march: “The baggage led the 
way; it was followed by the first division of 
the armed crowd that had been brought to- 
gether from the tributary nations; a motley 
throng, including many strange varieties of 
complexion, dress and language, commanded 
by Thessalian generals, but each tribe re- 
taining its national armor and mode of fight- 
ing. 

A space was then left, after which came 
100 picked Persian cavalry, followed by an 
equal number of spearsmen. Next ten sacred 
horses of the Nisean breed were led in gor- 
geous trappings, preceding the chariot of the 
Persian Z.us, drawn by eight white horses, 
the driver following on foot. Then came the 
royal chariot, also drawn by Nisean horses, 
in which Xerxes sat in state. He was fol- 
lowed by two bands of horse and foot, and 
by a body of 10,000 Persian infantry, the 
flower of the whole army, who were called 
the Immortals, because their number was 
kept constantly full. They were followed 
by an equal number of Persian cavalry, and 
the remainder of the host brought up the 
rear. y . 

It is quite likely that a million or more 
Persians followed .Xerxes into Greece, but it 
is a most absurd exaggeration to say that he 
was able to get together anything like 6,- 
000,000, or even half that number of soldiers 
in all parts of his domain 600 years before 
Christ. Xerxes counted his soldiers on the 
plain of Doriscus, on the banks of Hebrus, 
in the following way: 

A space was enclosed large enough to 
contain 10,000 men, and into this the my- 
riads were successively poured and dis- 
charged until the whole mass had been 
rudely counted. They were then drawn up 
according to the natural division and Xerxes 
rode in his chariot along the ranks, while 
the royal scribes recorded the names, and 
most likely the equipments of the different 
races. 

It would not have hevin possible under the 
circumstances, to have handled such an un- 
usually large force at that early period. 
They would have been*entirely unnecessary 
to accomplish the objects for which Xerxes 
had set out, and it would not have been pos- 
sible to control or feed them. It is quite 
likely that the army was one of the largest 
that was ever organized, but it is even 
doubtful whether it reached the smallest 
figure, that of 1,000,000 persons.

United States to Spend $500,000 
This Year on Experiment- 
al Highways.

4shington, D. ©C., May 8.—(Special.) 
T € Federal government will this 
year spend $500,000 on experimental 
Bo0o0d roads. It the largest amount 
ever appropriated for such a purpose 
Since Henry Clay got through the ap- 
Dp. apriation for the Cumberland road. 

vefore many years a good roads bill 
will be passéd by congress with the 
Same frequency as a river and harbor 
bill or a public buildings bill, accord- 
ing to the enthusiastic advocates of 
improved highways. 

While a commission 
framing «a comprehensive scheme 
co-operation between the national 
local governments in building 
arteries of commerce, there was' 
Mluded in the post office 
pill a half million’ for 
road building. 

The postmaster general and 
tary of agriculture have finally 
@greed upon a plan for spending this 
money. It provides for the govern- 
ment defraying one-third of the cost 
of the work done, the state to pay 
one-third, and the county to pay one- 
third. 

The states have been divided under 
this plan into eight groups, each group 
of similar physical characteristics and 
one of each of eight states has 
been selected for the experimental and 
demonstration work provided for in 
that provision of the bill. The South 
Atiantic and Gulf beginning 
with Virginia, have been put into one 
Kroup. Of this group North Carolina 
has been selected as the state in 
which this demonstration road work 
is to be undertaken and $40,000 has 
been set aside for this purpose. The 
Eovernor: will be requested to select 
the road to be constructed. 

Both the postmaster general 
the secretary of agriculture are 
anxious to begin this work as soon 
@S possible, so that they may file a 
report based upon the data obtained 
recommending a comprehensive scheme 
for state and federal co-operation for 
the constructions of roads at the be- 
ginning of the next sessidn of con- 
gress. If. approved by congress an 
appropriation will be made in the next 
postoffice appropriation bill to make 
it effective.

It is proposed that a bDil- 
lion dollars in government bonds be 
sold at par, bearing three per cent 
interest, and each state put into the 
federal treasury as collateral for its 
proportion its own bonds bearing 4 
per cent. The proportion of funds al}- 
lowed each state is based upon the 
taxable property, aréa, population and 
mileage of roads in the state. This 
Plan simply proposes to utilize the 
superior credit of the national gov- 
ernment for the purpose of road 
building—the government paying 3 
per cent interest, while the states pay 
four. The excess of one per cent in- 
terest pald by the states would go to- 
ward creating a sinking fund, which 
would eventually take up the bonds 
of the states. 

It is hardly probable that the con- 
| gress would be willing to go into a 
plan of this nature until there was 
a full test of public sentiment upon 
the subject, and, of course, all the 
State legislatures would have to act 
upon it, and there would have to be 
a long campaign of education to get 
the idea fully grasped by the public 
mind. 

Under Senator Bourne's plan, Georgia 
would get $24,500,000, putting up 4 per 
cent bonds as collateral.

It was produced upon 
the’ insistence of the Heutenant gov- 
ernor, Who declares that it is part 
of a canspiracy formed in the under- 
world by persons whose incomes were 
threatened by his crusade against 
vice. 

The affidavit is said to state that 
last January O’Hara and a prominent 
voung woman of Springfield registered 
at the Hotel Sherman as “T. D. Duncan 
and wife.” A Springfield millionaire 
and anather woman said to have regis- 
tered as “J. J. Miller and wife,” are al- 
leged to have shared the ‘Duncan” 
suite. A handwriting expert will com- 
pare the signature of “Duncan” with 
that of O'Hara. 

Later it was learned that the affi- 
davit was signed by Maud Robinson, 
of Springfield. 

Harry Gibbons, a court bailiff, said 
today that he was with O'Hara in 
Chicaga on the night of January 17, 
when “Duncan” and “Miller” register- 
ed at the Hotel Sherman. 

‘(Hara and I went to 
the Hotel Sherman,” said 
“There we met Tom Vredenberg, of 
Springfield, and two of his” girl 
friends. OHara was afraid some one 
might try to make the party the nu- 
cleus of a ‘frame-up’ and asked me 
to stick along. We went to another 
cafe later. We left about midnight. 
Vredenberg and the girls crossed the 
street toward the hotel and O’Hara, 
who said he was going to the Press 
club, started in that direction. I went 
home.”

ATTACKED BY BRYAN 


Secretary Throws Light on the 
Naming of Miller to Arbitrate 
Ecuador Railway Tangle. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May  8.—(Special.)— 
William J. Bryan, secretary of state, 
in the current issue of The Com- 
moner throws further light upon the 
Guayaquil and Quito railroad tangle, 
which Judge A. L. Miller, of ‘Macon, 
Ga., has been appointed to arbitrate. 

Mr. Bryan in this article deals with 
the reasons why Henry L. James, a 
former official of the state depart- 
ment, was forced to relinquish the 
position of arbitrator. He says Janes’ 
appointment was responsible for “irri- 
tation which is prejudicing American 
interests in Ecuador.” 

Some surprise has been expressed 
that Mr. Bryan should have refused 
to give the Washington correspon- 
dents the inside facts of this case and 
should then publish them in his own 
paper. 

In conclusion he says: 

“The decision reached by the presi- 
dent in this case is hailed with joy 
not only in Ecuador, but. throughout 
Central and South America because it 
is a promise that the moral force of 
this @overnment will not be used to 
compel acquiescence in methods that 
are repugnant to our own principles 
of jurisprudence. 

“Dollar diplomacy has not only 
menuaced American interests in for- 
eign countries, but it has closed the 
door of opportunity to American capi- 
tal; it has excluded American enter- 
prise from a fertile field which is the 
natural outlet for American business 
men. We heard a few years ago of 
the importance of confidence as an aid 
te business; can there be confidence 
without justice and fair dealing as a 
foundation? 

“The harvest is ripe and President 
Wilson is seeking to extend 4@nd en- 
large the area of American. activity. 
He has rightly decided that honesty 
has a commercial value and that jus- 
tice is a business asset of importance. 
He expects to make the American 
capitalist favored throughout those 
countries which are only partly de- 
veloped and he expects to do it by 
compelling American investors to be 
as honest and fair abroad as they are 
at home.”

FREE SELLING MADE 
WHEAT PRICES DROP 


Official Figures of Government 
Report Caused No Surprise. 
Corn Higher. 


Chicago, May 8.—Correctly forecast- 
ing that the government’s report on 
winter wheat condition today would 
show $1 per cent or better, traders 
sold freely and prices made a net 
drop of .1-4 to 3-8@1i-2. Corn closed 
at a net rise of a shade to 1-2; oats 
were irregular, a shade lower to a 
shade higher, and provisions were un- 
changed to 12 1-2 up. 

When the government's report came, 
at the close of the wheat market, 
it had been fully discounted by the 
heavy selling movement. The official 
figures, 91.9, compared with $1.6 last 
month, caused no surprise. The do- 
mestic crop was the dominant fea- 
ture of the market, the trade over- 
looking the large decrease in the 
world’s supply of wheat during April. 
The decrease was 40,359,000 bushels, 
the largest recorded at this season in 
more than thirteen years. Some 
strength was displayed at the open- 
ing, because of higher cables, based 
on lighter world’s shipments, and ex- 
port sales, said to amount to 650,000 
bushels, made at the Seaboard yes- 
terday. Firmness, however, soon gave 
way under selling pressure. There 
were several slight rallies on cover- 
ing by shorts, but in the final hour 
weakness again became pronounced. 
Primary receipts of wheat today, 670,- 
000 bushels; last year, 345,000. Sea- 
board clearances of wheat and flour 
equalled 317,000 bushels. 

Strength in southwestern corn mar- 
kets wag reflected in am upturn here. 
Lightness of country offerings is 
again becoming a feature. Today’s 
advance was aided by influential buy- 
ing. Continued reports of damage to 
oats from dry weather lifted priceg 
some, after an early decline. 

Provisions averaged slightly higher, 
but on account of a 5 cent decline at 
the yards, held within a very narrow 
range. Buying was scattered.

The area of winter wheat remaining on May 
1 to be harvested was about 30,988,000 acres, 
or 1,449,000 acres less than the area planted 
last autumn, but 4,867,000 acres more than the 
area harvested last. year (26,571,000 acres.) 

The condition on May 1 is indicative of a 
yield per acre. of approximately 16.6 bushels, 
assuming average variations to prevail there- 
after. On the estimated area to be harvested 
this would produce a final crop of 513,571,000 
bushels, compared with 399,919,000 bushels in 
1912, 430,656,000 bushels in 1911. 484,142,000 
bushelg in 1910 and 417,780,000 bushels in 1909. 
The outturn of the crop probably will be above 
or below the figures here given, according as 
the epndition from May 1 to time of harvest is 
above or below the average change.
